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Board considers 
road millage to help 
offset revenue cuts 


Road Commission 
cancels North Down 
River Road project 


by Caleb Casey 
Senior Staff Writer 

Due to decreasing revenues 
and increasing costs, the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission is canceling one of 
its road reconstruction projects 
for this year and considering a 
possible millage to help generate 
more money for road improve- 
ments, 

At recent Road Commission 
Board meetings, Managing 
Director Don Babcock reported 
that the Road Commission’s fed- 
eral funding and state funding 
sources have both been cut sig- 
nificantly, and at last week’s 
meeting he recommended that 
the board cancel a_ planned 
reconstruction project on North 
Down River Road due to the 
decreased budget. 

The board voted 3-0 to cancel 
the project. 

The Road Commission had 
planned to rebuild and repave 
North Down River Road from 
Wakeley Bridge Road to Stephan 
Bridge Road this year. When the 
board and manager found out 
about the federal funding cuts, 
they altered the scope of the pro- 
ject, and they scaled it back 
again when they learned of the 
state funding cuts. Ultimately, 
the continued decreases in rev- 


enue led Babcock to recommend 
canceling the project altogether. 

“Tm not confident enough to 
go through with it,’ Babcock 
said at last Thursday’s board 
meeting. “We're getting more 
money taken away and | just 
don’t see how we can do it.” 

“With revenue cuts and 
increases in material costs and 
fue] costs we can’t afford to do 
it. [t was going to be tight before, 
but we just can’t squeeze it out,” 
Babcock said. 

“We can’t spend the money if 
we don’t have it,’ Board 
Chairman Ken Riehle said at a 
recent meeting. 

Babcock said many other 
Road Commissions are in a sim- 
ilar budget situation due to the 
state funding cuts. “Other Road 
Commissions I’ve talked to are 
in the same boat. Some of them 
are selling equipment, laying off 
employees,” he said. 

Crawford County’s Road 
Commission ts functioning with 
three fewer people than last year 
because it hasn’t replaced three 
retirces due to the budget issues, 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission Board is currently 
considering a ballot proposal 
that would ask voters to approve 
a millage that would collect 
money specifically for road con- 
struction projects on the county’s 
primary roadways. Primary 
roads in Crawford County

Camp Grayling monuments 
to honor soldiers service

Two monuments, including 
one to honor fallen Michigan 
soldiers fighting the war on ter- 
rorism, wilt be dedicated at 
Camp Grayling next month as 
part of the Michigan National 
Guard’s annual training. 

The Fallen Soldier Memorial 
will feature the names of the 11 
Michigan Army or Air National 
Guard troops who have been 
killed in Iraq or have died from 
injuries sustained on the battle- 
field after returning to the United 
States to receive medical treat- 
ment. 

The black granite monument 
will feature a bronze rendering 
of a rifle covered with a combat 
helmet and a pair of boots, the 
traditional symbol used to honor 
a fallen soldier, said Chaplain 
Herb Heavner, the full-time sup- 
port chaplain for the Michigan 
National Guard who coordinates 
the activities of the 14 National 
Guard chaplains in the state. 

A plaque on the monument 
will be replaceable when new 
names of soldiers fighting the 
war on terrorism are Killed serv- 
ing the country, 

“We would just as soon not 
have to do that, but these days, 
you just don’t Know,” Heavner 


said, 

Money to pay for the monu- 
ment was raised through a chap- 
lain’s support fund, which also 
helps maintain the chapel at 
Camp Grayling. 

The monument will be placed 
in Veterans Memorial Park, 
which is located between the 
chapel and the troop medical 
clinic. 

The monument will be formal- 
ly dedicated at 9 a.m. on 
Thursday, Aug. 11. Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm is expected to attend 
the dedication as part of the Pass 
and Review and Memorial 
Ceremony held for the troop’s 
annual traming. 

Another monument — will 
honor the over 150 years of ser- 
vice from the J[9th Field 
Artillery Regiment. 

Soldiers in the 119th Field 
Artillery Regiment fought in the 
Civil War, served on the Mexican 
border in 1916 and fought in 
World War ] and World War HI, 

The skills, accuracy, technical 
expertise, dedication and patrio- 
tism carned the unit the motto 
“We Prepare The Way.”

From Romans 1:18 through 
2:29 God has proven pagans, 
moralists, and religious people to 
all be equally under God's wrath. 
Pau) had just reminded them that 
being called a Jew, being a teacher 
of God’s Jaw, and being circum- 
cised would not deliver them from 
God's wrath. They had to have the 
faith of Abraham, circumcision ot 
the heart, and obedient conduct. 
So the question is asked, “What 
advantage then hath the Jew? or 
what profit is there of circumcl- 
sion?” (Romans 3:1). 

Paul answers the question 
declaring both the quantity and 
quality -of their blessings in 
Romans 3:2: ‘“2Much every way: 
chiefly, because that unto them 
were committed the oracles of 
God.” The oracles of God we pos- 
sess are God's Holy Scriptures , 
committed to the Jews. Our 
Bible is a Jewish book revealing a 
Jewish God, a Jewish Savior, a 
Jewish tand Israel, a Jewish capi- 
tal Jerusalem, a Jewish throne of 
David, and a coming Jewish king- 
dom at the return of Jesus Christ. 
aul reminded us in Romans 9:4 
of God's many blessings upon the 
Jews, “4Who are Israelites; to

whom pertaineth the adoption, 
and the glory, and the covenants, 
and the giving of the law, and the 
service of God, and the promises.” 

Acts 7:38 reminds us that these 
oracles were received by divine 
revelation from God and remain 
living or lively oracles “to give 
unto us.” Peter reminds us in | 
Peter 1:23 these are the living 
abiding words by which we are 
born again:  “23Being born 
again, not of corruptible seed, but 
of incorruptible, by the word of 
God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever” 

Hebrews $:12 reminds us these 
oracles of God provide us with 
both milk and meat for spiritual 
growth. That is why Peter said in 
| Peter 2:2: “2As newborn 
babes, desire the sincere milk of 
the word, that ye may grow there- 
by: Paul = reminded — the 
Corinthians they could only 
receive the milk of the word 
because they were carnal and not 
mature enough to receive meat. 
“LAnd —, brethren, could not 
speak unto you as unto spiritual, 
but as unto carnal, even as unto 
babes in Christ. 21 have fed you 
with milk, and not with meat: for 
hitherto ye were not able to bear 
it, neither yet now are ye able.” (1 
Cor, 3:1,2). As Hebrew 5:12,13 
reminds us: “I3For every one

babe. 14But strong meat 
belongeth to them that are of full 
age, even those who by reason of 
use have their senses exercised to 
discern both good and evil.”

“4God forbid: yea, let God 
be true, but every man a lar; as it 
is written, That thou mightest be 
justificd in thy sayings, and 
mightest overcome when thow art 
judged.” A Holy God cannot lie, 
and His oracles are always truth.

Camp Grayling economic impact 
exceeds $26 million dollars 


At a total of 975 
employees, is one 
of the county’s 
largest employers. 


The contribution of Camp 
Grayling to the local economy 
for 2005 is $26,574,510. Salary 
and wages make up the largest 
portion of Camp Grayling’s 
Economic Impact Assessment at 
$16,117,844 with 235 full-time 
employees and 740 _ part- 
time/seasonal employees. The 
second largest portion relates to 
contracts, rental agreements, 
construction costs and research 
and development projects with a 
total of $7,931,794, The balance 
is made up with personnel expen- 
ditures in the amount of 
$2,524,872 spent by Soldiers, 
SeaBees, Marines, and Airmen 
training at Camp Grayling. With 
a change in fuel purchasing, there 
is a also a significant amount of 
money spent by units utilizing 
Unit Impact Charge cards not 


reported here. Also, over $4 mil- 
lion dollars was spent on the 
modernization of facilities and 
ranges program plus adding a 
new firefighter station and dining 
facility on the Grayling Army 
Airfield. New runway lights at 
the airfield along with new navi- 
gational aids will enhance the 
joint military-civilian usage of 
the airfield. Demolition of the 
600 area occurred in preparation 
for a new Operational Readiness 
Training Complex including bar- 
racks, dining facility, supply and 
unit headquarters. Environmental 
stewardship lead this demolition 
project with all materials being 
recycled including the concrete 
block and floors crushed to make 
gravel. All fixtures, aluminum 
roofing and steel trusses were 
recycled. 

However, the true emphasis is 
the impact these citizen-soldiers 
have on their local communities.

Before either Jake Allen or 
Penny Podjaske can share their 
artistic ideas with fans, they have 
to go through the actual record- 
ing process.
